PERRY ACKERS’ BLOODY CRIMES. 


Further Details of the Shocking Tragedy 
in Maxwell, Story County, Iowa. 

Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 2%—([Special.}—Addi- 
tional details of the shocking murder and suicide 
at Maxwell, Story County, last night are report- 
ed today as follows: About 5 o’clock last even- 
ing Perry Ackers, a rather dissipated and shift- 
less man about town, went into the hardware 
store of Jeff Miller and asked him to lend him a 
revolver, saying that he wanted to shoot a dog 
with it. Miller had no suspicion of anything 
wrong and gave Ackers a pistol, which 
he loaded and put into his pocket. He 
then walked across the street to the 
office of T. B. Schmetzer, a Justice of the 
Peace. He found Mr. Schmetzer at his desk 
writing, and his abrupt salutation was, Are 

ou to take your medicine?“ Mr. 

hmetzer hardly knew what to reply, but sup- 
him to be joking, paid little attention to 
is remark, and — — on r Ackers there- 
upon drew his revolver fi at him at short 
range. The ball struck the left lower jawbone 
and glancing, off struck the top of the left 
shoulder, passing ahem apd coming out on to 
of the left shoulder-biade, making 4 very pain 
but probably not fatal wound, 
ckers then went out the rear door 
and down an alley to the office of Mayor 
French. The Mayor was sitting in his office at 
the right of the door, which Ackers entered and 
closed behind him. Then without a word, so far 
as is known, the murderer drew his revolver and 
placing it close to Mr. French's face pulled the 
t r. The ball entered the left cheek and went 
crashing up in the direction of the brain, produc 
ing death within an hour. 
aving his second victim, Ackers proceed 
ead up Front street to the centre o 
the town, where he met several citizens 
to whom he spoke about difficulties he had had 
with them, and said that he was engaged in set- 
tling up old scores and getting even with\them. 
They knew nothing of the tragedies and sup- 
he was joking, so when he placed the re- 
volver against his own head and said, “ Shall 1 
let her go,“ some one in the crowd told him, 
“Yes, you'd better kill yourself.” He then 
walked across the street and said to the Post- 
master, “Good-by, I am going to Hell,” and 
passed on down the street. At the entrance to 
the Odd-Fellows’ Hall he put the revolver against 
his own head and ended his life. 

The community is greatly excited over the 
affair. Mayor French was one of the prominent 
business-men of the place. Mr. Schmetzer is 6 
leading citizen of high character. Noone seems 
to be able to assign a reason for Ackers’ crime, 
though it is surmised that he had at some time 
been brought to discipline for his wickedness — 
the victims of his bullets. He had borne a b 
name in town for a long time, though no one 
supposed he would commit murder.

The adoption of this Jury law is not a party 
question. Democrats like Gen. Stiles, Mr. 
Gregory, and Mr. Boyesen, who are thor- 
oughly acquainted with the workings of the 
present jury system and know it to be defect- 
ive, are as stanch advocates of the measure 
as Gen. George W. Smith, Mr. Pence, and 
Mr. Dent.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

Healthy activity in merchandise and maut- 
factures is reported to be the rule in most 
departments at the great centres of trade, 
and most emphatically se in this .city. 
Probably at no former time in our history 
have the available resources of the banks 
been more fully employed in the furtherance 
of legitimate business operations with so 
small a percentage loahed to the speculative 
class of operators. It is true that large 
amounts of cash and credit have been in- 
vested in city lots and country land, in rail- 
road building, and in plants for the mining 
and making. of iron; much of which 
will not yield a large profit in the near 


future, while some of it is doomed to neta 


loss. But even in these cases the sub- 
ductions are mostly from the bank accounts 
of those who held a surplus, which has 
passed or is passing into other hands, its 
active employment during the process doing 
a vast amount of good. The very scarcity of 
money that is so much talked about by some 
as an evil is due to the fact that so much of 
it has gone into the hands of the people—the 
sums held unnecessarily in the National 
Treasury being relatively small. The money 
is where it is doing the most good. It is scat 
tered over the country instead of being most- 
ly locked up in Wall street, as was the rule 
to within a comparatively recent date. c 
The country has not been blessed this year 
with.such abundant crops as were gathered 
at some former harvests, but has raised 
enough for home use, with some to spare for 
the necessities of the Old World. And this 
surplus is evidently wanted there. The ex- 
port business in grain is dragging a little, 
but that in flour was never more active, and 
as this is the cheapest form in which ceréal 
food can be sent abroad it is probable that it 
will take the place of shipments of wheat in 
the berry for the future. Thedarming com- 
munity is a little better off than 
usual, and it ia chiefly in the new- 
ly settled areas that collections by 
merchants are slow. The latter class 
are doing a big business in all the leading 
lines, and their principal complaint is not of 
poor trade but small profits. The recent 
tendency in the mercantile world is decidedly 
towards a paring down of the margins ex- 
acted for handling the goods, and this is a 
benefit to the consumer additional to that 
secured by greater cheapness of paupduction 
and lessened charges for transportation. Of 
course it tends to enhance the volume of 
trade, by enabling the consumer to purchase 
a larger quantity of goods with a given sum 
of money. While merchants are selling big 
lines of goods the manufacturers are neces- 
sarily active. The chief falling off in this de- 
partment of effort is in iron, due to the ap- 
proach of winter, when the building trades 
and railroad construction are hampered by 
the cold weather. a 

Amid all this, sveculation is remarkably 
dull, with an almost rabid fear for the fut- 
ure. The activity above referred to is ad- 
mitted, but many of the philosophers claim it 
is only temporary and must soon give place 
to lassitude. There is no disputing the state- 
ment that the building of railroads and the 
booming of town and city lots in the West 
have been overdone. This was patent to the 
careful observer many montha ago, but is only 
just beginning to be recognized by the crowd. 
A few shrewd speculators saw long since that 
the natural growth of the great West had 
been discounted for seyeral years in the fut- 
ure, and they took advantage of the situa- 
tion to act on the bear side of the markets. 
Now that they have made large sums of 
money in vindication of their foresight the 
less wideawake world is roused to a compre- 
hension of the fact. They see weakness in 
the rear, and jump at the conclusion that it 
has only just begun, when the truth is it has 
already progressed so far as to justify the 
query if it be rot almost or quite over for the 
present. 

There is less reason for this question in re- 
gard to city booms than to the fluctuations in 
stocks. The former have yet to feel the press- 
ure dus to; the maturing of second and third 
payments on a market which has already 
ceased to rise, while the other has cexpe- 
rienced a decline amounting to 25 or 30 per 
cent within the last few months. They have 
receded to somewhere near the dead level 
from which they were started by the specu- 
lative excitement that set in about sixteen 
months ago. It is true that during that time 
there has been a vast amount of paralleling 
of previousiy existent roads, as well as of 
occupying new territory, and in very many 
parts of the settled West there are too many 
carriers for the patronage at their command. 
Se much of this has been done that it were 
idle to expect the phenomenal activity in 
railroad construction displayed in the last 
two years to be continued in 1888, and there 
must necessarily be a slackening up in the 
numerous industries which depend on that for 
their vitality. But a vast amount of real de- 
velopment has accompanied that inflation, and 
the new conditions find a measure of support 
which could scarcely have been anticipated a 
few years ago by one who had been able to 
foresee the immense railroad expansion that 
has since been accomplished. The same re- 
mark holds good, to a smailer extent, of the 
booms in real estate. Only in a very few 
cases, as in Southern California, can the in- 
flation be truthfully said to have been with- 
out partial warrant. The iron-mines opened 
up in the South and Northwest have added 
vastly to the available wealth of the sur- 
rounding country, and the rise of quoted 
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least in 1 by the filling up of thé 
years for actual values to catch up with the 
theoretical, and may even have to submit to

the West. The recent depression has been 
emphatically a rich man's (semi) panic, and 
the. losses have fallen chiefly on the capital- 
ists of the Eastern States and of Europe. It 
is estimated that not less than 6123, 000, 000 of 
Old World money has been invested within 
the last six months in American stocks, 
lands, and manufacturing enterprises. A 
large propoftion of this has found its way to 
the West, and very much of any loss to fol- 
low a further shrinkage in values would be 
borne by the investors of this foreign capital. 


STATUS OF THE ANARCHIST CASE. 

It is quite clear, as intimated by Chief- 
Justice Waite, that the various points as to 
alleged interference with freedom of speech, 
unlawful seizures, etc., would not authorize 
the Federal Supreme Court even to issue the 
preliminary writ of error and take the An- 
archist case into consideration, to say noth- 
ing of reversing the judgment of the Supreme 
Court of Dinos. With respect to the claim 
that the Illinois Jury law permits newspa- 
per-readers who before hearing the evi- 
dence have formed vague opinions as to the 
guilt of prisoners to sit in the trial of a case, 
it is somewhat different. The assertion that 
this statute dénies the due process of 
law” secured by the Federal Constitution 
presents a colorable issye--one that will 
authorize the court to assume jurisdiction, 
issue the writ of error, stay the execution, 
and take the entire matter into. hearing. 
Commenting yesterday on the points fore- 
shadowed in the Washington dispatches up 
to Saturday, Tun Trisune expressed the 
opinion that it was improbable that the Fed- 
eral Supréme Court would take any further 
cognizance of the case than to refuse the 
writ of error, because in previous rulings it 
had determined that laws of equal and gen- 
eral operation provide due process,” and 
accordingly the point raised by Gen. Pryor 
was not open for argument or consideration. 
Later reports show, however, that the coun- 
sel for the Anarchists, when compelled to 
admit that the Illinois Jury law is one op- 
érating equaily on all citizens of the 
State, and, hence, apparently valia under the 
previous decisions of the Federal Supreme 
Court, will contend, nevertheless, that the 
introduction into a jury of persous holding 
hypothetical opinions such as are ascribed 
to the Anarchist juror, Sanford, impairs the 
essential nature of judicial process, and that 
a law authorizing such a procedure, even 
though general in its operation, must be re- 
pugnant to the fourteenth amendment. Ab- 
surd as this contention is, it presents a 
point which we believe has never been form- 
ally passed upon in this form by the 
Federal Supreme Court. Apparently, there- 
fore, it Will authorize the court at least to 
issue the preliminary writof error and take 
the case into consideration. If the Judges 
have any doubtas to the preliminary ques- 
tion they will, doubtiess, hear all the defend- 
ants’ counsel have to say before they refuse 
the hearing. 

It is to be hoped the court will strain a 
point if necessary in order to allow the writ 
and proceed to review the case. In no case ever 
tried in this country has there been a greater 
necessity for a calm, deliberate judgment by 
2 highest court in the land. The Federal 

Supreme Court is held in universal respeet 
for learning, purity, and impartiality. Its 
members hold positions of absolute independ- 
ence; they are beyond even the suspicion of 
being .influencea by any supposed public 
clamor or excitement in Illinois or any other 
part of the country. Whatever criticism may 
have been passed at times on individual mem- 
bers of the court the body as a whole stands 
in the estimation of jurists and the public as 
the highest judicial tribunal in the United 
States or in the world. Learned, independ- 
ent, fearless, impartial, and just, the Supreme 
Court of the United States can render in this 
hotly-controverted case a judgment to which 
every law-abiding citizen will bow. It is 
most important that the case should be taken 
into consideration and reviewed by the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court. We trust the Judges 
will see their way clear to allow the writ of 
error. 

If the Federal Supreme Court shall uphold 
| the decision of the court below mo one can 
, afterwards question the legality of the sen- 
tence of the Anarchists, and the sole appeal 
remaining will be to the Governor for mercy. 
If, on the other hand, the court should hold 
unconstitutional the Illinois law which per- 
mits reading and thinking men to sit as 
jurors the effect in emptying: jails and peni- 
tentiaries of previously-conyicted criminals 
and giving immunity to crinfe would be de- 
plorable, but such an announcement coming 
from the Supreme Court of the United States 
would nevertheless be accepted as law if not 
justice. If laws aiming at the inclusion of in- 
telligence on the jury are unconstitutional 
and criminals must be tried by illiterate 
jurors, let the fact be known as soon as possi-

CHAMBERLAIN ON COMMERCIAL UNION. 

The Toronto Globe has been at the pains to 
cable to Belfast and obtain the exatt language 
used by Mr. Joseph Chamberlain referring 
to commercial union in his speech upon the 
effect of the Gladstone Home-Rule bill. It 
was as follows: 

The arrangoment between the colonics and our- 
seves is essentially a temporary one. It cannot 
remain as it is. Either, as 1 hope will be the case, 
it will in future be stren ned by ties of federa- 
tion, or be loosened ther. Already you 
bave in Canada, the greatest of all the colonies, 
an agitation for what is called commereial union 
with the United States. Commercial union with 
the United States means free trade between 
America and the Dominion and a protective 
tariff — the mother country. If Canada de- 
sires Canada can have it. But Canada 
knows perfectly well that commercial union with 
the United States means political separation 
from Great Britain. for it is quite impossible 
that Great Britain should retain ail the responsi- 
bilities and obligations of the colonial connection 
when all the advantages are taken away. 


The sentiments of Mr. Chamberlain on this 
question are regarded with special impor- 
tance because he has becn appointed one of 
the Fishery Commissioners to represent 
Great Britain and Canada in the negotiations 
which Mr. Bayard has set on foot at the sug- 
gestion of the British Mmister at Washing- 
ton and the Marquis of Salisbury. As might 
have been expected, his insolent menace that 
if Canada adopts the proposed trade policy 
of commercial union with the United States

She has legislated as she pleased touch- 
ing the tariff on English goods, and has sys- 
tematically treated England commercially as 
Meanwhile English manu- 
tacturers have kept up a lusty how! about it, 
and Great Britain has refused any fiscal ad- 
vantage to colonial products. If commercial 
union with us is effected what difference will 
be made in the trade status of Canada and 
England? Canada now only collects about 10 
per, cent average lower duty on En- 
glish goods than we do, and as the 
next Congress will probably lower our 
tariff? to a point meeting theirs what 
difference will it make if Canada and 


| the United States impose the same tariff, 


separately or jointly?! There would be ex- 
actly the same barrier between England and 
Canada that there is now—no higher, no 
lower, If there be any difference it will be 
in England’s favor. By getting American 
prices for their surplus exports instead of 
the same prices less the American tariff the 
prosperity of the Canadians will be so en- 
hapced that they as well as ourselves will be 
able to buy more from England. If there had 
been free trade between Canada and England, 
or if England had denied the right of Canada 
to regulate her tariff relations, there would 
have been some pertinence in Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s criticism, but as matters stand there is 
none. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s assumption that com- 
mercial union will lead to political union and 
the menace which he bases upon it are more 
foolish than his criticism. He has taken the 
very course to urge the Canadians on to- 
wards annexation. They will say, and are 
already saying: If we are not to have com- 
mercial union because it will lead to annexa- 
tion then we will have annexation. If we 
are to be starved for fear that we may go over 
to the United States then we will go over 
now.” In taking this position Chamberlain 
has done more to stimulate tne annexation 
sentiment than all the natural causes com- 
bined have done for the last five years. 
Mr. Chamberlain seems to have a very poor 
mental outfit for an international commis- 
sioner. He is coming here to negotiate 
from an English point of view on fish 
| reciprocity. If he has no broader view than 
that he might as well stay at home. No 
proposition will be entertained by this coun- 
| try which doés not ‘provide for an unre- 
stricted trade betweén the United States and 
Canada, and just as free as our own inter- 
State trade. If Canada wants to send her 
raw materials over here she must take our 
' manufactures on equal terms. The Ameri- 
cans must be allowed to sell in Canada what 
the Canadians want without any tariff upon 
it. That is the only kind of reciprocity ad- 
missible, and if it involves annexation that 
is something for the Canadians to consider. 
| This’ country wants free trade with the 
Dominion, but cares nothing one way or the 
other about annexation. The Canadian 
| States are not wanted in the American Union 
until they seek admission of their own voll- 
tion.

THe annual revorts of the Governors of 
Montana, Idaho, Arizona, and Utah have been 
made and show a gratifying increase of 
population. The estimated population of 
Montana is 130,000, an increase of 100,341 
since the census of 1880; Idaho 97,250, in- 
crease 64,640; Utah 200, 000, increase 56,037; 
Arizona 90,000; increase 49,560. The total 
population of the four is 517,250, showing an 
| increase of 171,078 in seven years. The Dem- 
ocrats are canvassing the prospects of get-

bill as an offset to Dakota, though she proba- 
bly has a larger population than any four of 
the Territories combined.

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ILLINOIS INSANE INSTITUTIONS. 
The Favorable Impression They Made Upon 
an Eminent Australian Alienist. 

SPRINGFIRLD, Til, Oct. 2,—[Editor of The 
Tribune. }—I have received fram the Government 
of New South Wales a volume of 1,564 pages, in 


New Zealand, Honolulu, the United States, Can- 
ada, Great Britain, all parts of the European 
Continent, and the northern coast of Africa. He 
traveled in all 140,000 miles in the saccomplish- 
ment of the task undertaken by him, and saw 
and reported upon more than 400 different hospi- 
tals and asylums, His book is happily and appro- 
priately entitled Lunacy in Many Lands.“ 

For a number of years past I have felt it safe 
to claim for the State of Illinois that her State 
institutions for the insane and other classes of 
unfortunates occupy, in respect of economy, ef- 
ciency, integrity, and humanity of administra- 
tion, a front rank among similar institutions in 
our land or elsewhere. They are, I believe, not 
equaled by many and surpassed by very few in- 
deed. Dr. Tucker’s opinion, which is that of an 
unprejudiced observer, appears to coincide 
ly with the judgment formed by myself. He 
speaks of the magnificent State charitable in- 
stitutions of illinois,” which he thinks worthy. 
of the intelligent and Uberal-hearted people who 
so cheerfully support them. 

Of the Northern Hospital for the Insane at 

u he says: It is beautifully situated, over- 
own of E the River wind- 
ing between the gfounds and the town. 
unds are tastefully laid out in law 
ry, flower-gardens, fountains, etc., with many 
rustic summer-houses and seats for the accom- 
modation of patients. There are no airing-courts 
—the patients using the grounds, which are only 
fen in N — wooden —.— and are in 
many pa entirely open. my visit 
I saw several patients, unattended, en 
their morning waik before breakfast in the gar- 
dens adjacent to the buildings. Most of the 
patients were out in the unds during m 
visit. All seemed well fed, well clothed, an 
everything in the hospital was clean and in 
splendid order throughout. I only saw two 
atients in seclusion and two with camisoles on. 
e greatest order, quiet, and content seemed to

Eastern Hospital at Kankakee he declares 
to be “one of the most remarkable institutions 
in America. He s y praises the ventila- 
tion, and says: “The dull was very clean 
and orderly throughout. A large numberof the 
male and female patients were in the nds 
with their attendants—some working and others 
standing in groups or w about and enjoy- 
ing the pleasant scenery. greatest order 
and decorum were observable.” 

From his description of the Central Hospital 
at Jacksonville I extract the following: Pass- 
ing over to the women’s side itis found that 
everything corresponds with what u to be 

on the men's side—the alcoves, 
being neater and containing 
ornaments, books, pianos, 
In the front wards the bedrooms, both s 
associated, are all handsomely furnish and 
are bomelikein theirarrangement. Many of the 
sitting-rooms are very elegantly furnished, The 
closets, Dath-rooms, and lavatories were all in 
first-class order, The dining-rooms were neat 
and attractive, the clothes-rooms light and con- 
venient, the corridors carpeted, and the walls 
and ceilings painted. Flowers, cases of stuffed 
birds, open bookcases, small tables, settees. 
sofas, chairs of various kinds, and handsome 
picturey on the walls all constitute an environ- 
ment fdr the patients that is not without practi- 
eal benefit apart from the reward: which comes 
from the conciousness of having dealt with mis- 
fortune with so liberal and philanthropic a hand. 
In ond of the wards the young laay attendant at 
my request sat down to the 122 and the pa- 
tients gathered around her and sang with great 
sweetness and effect.“ 

Concerning the Southern Hospital at Anna, he 
observes: Everything about this hospital 
bears the stamp of good management. Order 
and cleanliness were 2 everywhere.“ 

The following general remark conce the 
character of the attendants in our insane hospi- 
tals is worthy of notice: ** 1 remarked, in visiting 
the asylums in Illinois (and in several of the asy- 
lums in the 1 States), that the attend- 
ants, male and female, are of a better class than 
the attendantsin the asylums of other parts of 
the country. Most of them are educated people. 
sympathetic and intelligent, and the quietude of 
the wards and the prevailing order and cleanli- 
ness are evidently largely due to this cause.” 

Itaxe gr@at pleasure in quoting further his 
tribute to the excellence of the Asylum for 
Feeble-Minded Children at Lincoln, which he 
ranks above any other in the world: “1 found 
much to admire and nothing to criticise in the ar- 
rangement and order of the establishment and 
the treatment of tne inmates, The care and in- 
genuity devoted to the development of the co- 
ordinate faculties, mental and physical, of the 
children arein the highest praiseworthy, 
and the practical results attained are really won- 
derful. There is a similar institution at Syra- 
cuse, N. V., to which the same terms of com- 
mendation may be justly applied, with the qual- 
ification that the buildings and appliances are 
not so perfect. The Euglish asylums of the same 
— — do not compare advantageously with 
those I have just mentioned in the various forms 
of education, calisthenics, etc.”’ 

Dr. Tucker also visited and examined the In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb at Jacksonville, 
which he declares to be “a grand one in every 
respect. He does not, however, seem to have 
understood that itis in fact the la t institu- 
tion of its class in the world, and, I think, taken 
all in all, the best. 

The value of this testimony arises from two 
circumstances. In the first place. Dr. Tucker 
was acompetent as well as an impartial critic, 
having been for twenty-two years continuously 
engaged in the medical care of nsane, and 
having been the .proprietor of a private lunatic 
asylum at Melbourne, and afterwardof another 
at Sydney; his opinions are the result of mature 
experience and consideration, having been re- 
vised and .committed to the press some years 
after the date of his visit. In the second place, 
he is as fearless in condemning what he disap- 
proves in other institutions in all parts of the 
globe as he is generous in his commendation of 
what we have done in Illinois. 

I think that it may be of interest to the people 
of the State who support these institutions to 
know the favorable impression that they have 
made upon his mind. FRev H. WIS.
